(Editor/s  Note:  This  is  the  first  Part  of  a two-part 
series  concerning  the  Madison  Coin  Club  and  the  early  col- 
lecting days  of  Gordon  Gill.  The  early  history  of  the  Madi- 
son club  is  deeply  rooted  in  the  Personal  collecting  ex- 
periences of  A . G . (Gordon)  Gill*  one  of  the  c I u b / s found- 
ing members.  Gill  is  still  extremely  active  in  the  hobby 
today  and  holds  various  local*  state  and  national  appoint- 
ments within  the  hobby  field  and  Pursues  this  hobby  with 
great  zeal.) 


The  Madison  Coin  Club  was  formed  in  1932,  but  four  or 
five  years  previous  to  that,  the  Rev.  Fred  Harris,  a Metho- 
dist minister,  and  I used  to  meet  in  his  office  at  the 
Methodist  Hospital.  Later  on,  a couple  of  other  fellas 
joined  us.  When  the  club  was  organized  in  1932,  we  met  in 
various  places  around  the  city.  We  nvere  had  a notice  in 
the  paper,  just  a nucleus  of  collectors  who  started  to  meet 
regularly.  Com  collectors  were  few  at  this  time;  we  didn't 
know  anyone  else  who  collected  and  had  trouble  organizing 

the  mn°r  ^ ° ^ b ^ °nly  S6Ven  °r  elght  raembers  at 

the  most.  Then,  as  we  became  more  organized,  each  member 

tried  to  get  their  friends  to  join.  Nobody  was  very  inter- 
ested m com  collecting— money  was  scarce  and  people  had 
more  practical  uses  for  it. 

diff  °f  r^Se,mt-that  tlmS  C°ln  collecting  was  entirely 
fferent  than  it  is  today  because  98%  of  the  numismatists 

co  lected  large  U.S.  cents.  Today,  large  cents  have  fallen 

by  the  wayside  and  few  collectors  are  interested  in  them  T 

can  remember,  about  10  years  later  (that  would  be  in  the* 

1910s),  we  made  a survey  in  the  coin  club  and  asked  each 

member  what  he  collected.  At  that  time,  two  out  of  about  16 

members  were  not  collecting  large  cents.  These  two  individua 

were  collecting  small  cents,  along  with  a few  nickels  and

dimes o There  were  very  few  people  who  collected  half  dollars 
and  dollars.  This  simply  tied  up  too  much  money.  This  is 
what  today's  collectors  forget,  back  in  the  30s  money  was 
darn  scarce ! 

Today  people  ask,  "If  you  were  collecting  way  back  then, 
why  don't  you  collect  this  or  that?"  Well,  everything  is 
relative.  When  you  bought  something  for  $10  then,  today  that 
would  be  the  equivalent  of  $60  or  $70.  You  don$t  see  people 
buying  coins  in  that  price  range  just  to  let  them  tarnish  in 
a drawer.,  We  concentrated  on  our  date  sets  of  large  cents.,  We 
didn't  collect  by  variety,  simply  because  we  didn't  know 
varieties  existed. 

Some  of  the  early  members  of  the  Madison  Coin  Club  were 
Louis  Berger,  Earl  Clauder  and,  six  or  seven  years  later,  Ken- 
neth Hawley  and  Russell  Henderson.  Berger  was  one  of  the  fel- 
lows I used  to  meet  with  before  the  club  was  formed.  Rev.  Har- 
ris was,  of  course,  very  active.  He  specialized  in  odd  and 
curious  and  had  a large  collection  of  Bryan  money,  the  finest 
catalogued  up  to  1940.  His  odd  and  curious  money  was  mailed  to 
him  by  his  missionary  friends  and  contacts  overseas.  The  material 
was  just  sent  to  him,  never  cost  him  anything.  Many  of  the  really 
nice  odd  and  curious  pieces  in  my  collection  today — African  ring 
neck  money,  four  dallar  copper--came  from  the  Harris  sale  of  1940. 

When  the  war  came  in  1941,  almost  all  collecting  stopped. 

Some  of  our  members  went  away  to  war  or  stayed  stateside  in 
war-related  work.  Some  of  us  continued  to  meet. 

In  our  club's  history,  we  have  nearly  disbanded  four  times. 

We  got  down  to  three  persons  at  a meeting  in  the  1950s.  I had  to 
take  over  several  times  in  order  to  maintain  the  club.  People 
can  lose  interest  quite  quickly,  even  today.  Membership  changes 
moreso  today  because  they  move  around  more  than  years  ago,  so 
membership  changes.  We  have  a few  university  students  in  the 
club  now,  some  quite  knowledgeable  and  very  active. 

The  advent  of  coin  collecting  holders  and  plastics  has 
been  quite  an  influence  on  the  hobby,  but  the  educational  empha- 
sis didn't  come  along  until  about  1954.  The  Red  Book  came  out 
in  1947  but  the  Scrapbook  was  with  us  back  in  the  30s „ The

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American  Numismatic  Association  didn’t  have  much  influence 
on  the  Madison  club  through  the  years.  I signed  up  in  1935 
along  with  Mr.  "Kretlow" — his  number  was  ^909  and  mine  was 
4910.  This  was  our  first  contact  with  the  A.N.A.  even  though 
the  president  was  right  in  Wisconsin  at  that  time.  The  man’s 
name  was  Granburg  I believe  and  he  was  from  Oshkosh.  In  1939, 
we  had  a joint  meeting  with  the  Milwaukee  club  at  the  old 
courthouse.  About  eight  or  10  Milwaukee  members  came  up.  At 
that  time  we  planned  to  have  an  exchange  program  and  travel 
back  and  forth,  but  this  idea  never  worked  itself  out. 

The  very  first  Madison  Coin  Club  meetings  were  held  in 
the  members’  homes.  At  that  time  we  had  about  eight  or  10 
members.  We  ended  meeting  about  three  different  places  be- 
cause some  members  didn’t  have  enough  room  in  their  homes. 
Later,  we  met  at  the  Earl  Evelyn  Salon  on  Mifflin  St.  for 
several  years,  then  went  to  Whit fords  on  Fairchild  St.  Next, 
we  grouped  at  the  Dane  County  Courthouse  for  about  four  or 
five  years  and  from  there  to  the  Jackson  Clinic  for  a couple 
of  years.  Next  it  was  the  University  of  Wisconsin  Historical 
Building  only  to  move  in  three  years  to  a tavern  meeting 
room  on  Regent  St.  We  also  met  at  the  YMCA,  which  we  moved 
from  to  meet  in  a variety  of  places  and  then  returned  to  the 
nY0n  After  that,  we  went  to  the  Hillside  Bank,  which  is  now 
where  the  club  meets.
